The Great Arbitration Case 


By Charles H. Spurgeon 


Ae “Neither Is there any daysman betwixt us, that might lay his hand 


upon us both.” —Job 9:33. 


What Job desired to have, the Lord has provided for us 
in the person of His own dear Son, Jesus Christ. We cannot 
say with Job that there is no daysman who can lay his hand 


upon both, because there is now 


“one mediator between God 


and men, the man Christ Jesus.” 


In Him let us rejoice, if indeed 
we have an interest in Him; and 
if we have not. yet received Him, 
may Almighty grace bring us even 
now to accept Him as our Advo- 


-~eate and Friend. 


There is an old quarrel between 
the thrice Holy God and His sinful 
subjects, the sons of Adam. Man 
has sinned; he has broken God’s 
law in every part of it, and has 
wantonly cast off from him the 
allegiance which is due to his 
Maker and his King, There is a 
suit against man, which was form- 
ally instituted at Sinai and must 
be pleaded in court before the 
Judge of quick and dead. God is 
the great Plaintiff against His sin- 
ful creatures, who are the defend- 
ants. If that suit be carried into 
court, it must go against the sin- 
ner, There is no hope whatever 
that at the last tremendous day 
any sinner will be able to stand 
in judgment if he shall leave the 
matter of his debts and obligations 
towards his God unsettled until 
that dreadful hour. 

Sinner, it would be well for thee 
to “agree with thine adversary 
quickly, whiles thou art in the 
way,” for if thou be once delivered 
up to the great Judge of all the 
earth, there is not the slightest 
hope that thy suit can be decid- 
ed otherwise than to thine eternal 
ruin. ‘Weeping, and wailing, and 
gnashing of teeth,’ will be the 
doom adjudged thee forever if 


thy case as before the living God 
shall ever come to be tried at the 
fiery throne of absolute justice. 
But the infinite grace of God 
proposes an arbitration, and I 
trust you are not anxious to have 
your suit carried into court, but 
are willing that the appointed 
Daysman should stand betwixt 
you and God and lay His hand 
upon both and propose and carry 
out a plan of reconciliation. 

There is hope for thee, thou 
bankrupt sinner, that thou mayest 
yet be at peace with God. There 
is a way by which thy debts may 
yet be paid; that way is a blessed 
arbitration in which Jesus Christ 
shall stand as the Daysman. 

Let me begin by describing the 
essentials of an arbitrator, or days- 
man; then let me take you into 
the arbitrator’s court, and show 
you His proceeding; and then for 
a little time, let us dwell upon 
the happy success of our great 
Daysman. 


The Essentials of an Arbi- 
trator or Daysman 


The first essential is, that both 
parties should be agreed to accept 
him. Let me come to thee, thou 
sinner, against whom God has 
laid His suit, and put the matter 
to thee. God has accepted Christ 
Jesus to be His Umpire in His 
dispute. He appointed Him to the 
office, and chose Him for it be-

fore He laid the foundations of 
the world,:e~ is God’s fellow, 
equal with the Most High, and can 
put His hand upon the Eternal 
Father without fear, because He 
is dearly beloved of that Father’s 
heart. He is “very God of very 
God,” and is in no respect inferior 
to “God over all, blessed for ever.” 
But He is also a man like thy- 
self, sinner, He once _ suffered, 
hungered, thirsted, and knew the 
meaning of poverty and pain. Nay, 
He went farther, He was tempted 
as thou hast been, and farther 
still, He suffered the pangs of 


death, as thou, poor mortal man, - 


wilt one day have to do. 

Now, what thinkest thou? God 
has accepted Him; canst thou 
agree with God in this matter, 
and agree to take Christ to be 
thy Daysman too? Does foolish 
enmity possess thee, or does grace

Then Monday I 
left ‘Tokyo by train for Karuizawa, 
the mountain resort where hun- 
dreds of missionaries gathered for 
the annual Bible Conference of 
the Evangelical Missionary Associ- 
ation of Japan. 

It was a joy to speak to crowds 
of up to 500 missionaries for six 
days, primarily on soul winning. 
There were many holy resolves, 
much of God’s moving on hearts. 
I feel the week was tremendously 
profitable. Oh, those beloved mis- 
sionaries! How much better I 
can pray for them, now that I 
know them better. 


One night I spoke in a tent 
campaign through an interpreter 
and saw four claim Christ. 

Now I arrived at Seattle last 
night, am nearing Chicago. Most 
of the expenses of the trip have 
been met, thank God, by the gifts 
of loving friends. Now I must get 
into the harness again, start clear- 
ing up the accumulation of three 
weeks’ mail, settle problems.

CHAPTER IV 


Holds That There Is a Large 
Mythical, Legendary, Ima- 
ginative Element in 
the Bible! 


My fourth major criticism deals 
with the manner in which 
these “happy-in-their-utter-ignor- 
ance” commentators of The Inter- 
preter's Bible treat Holy Scrip- 
ture as if it were a special collec- 
tion of Aesop's Fables! Jacob M. 
Myers, a professor of the Lutheran 
Theological Seminary at Gettys- 
burg, illustrates what I mean by 
his statement, “The Hebrew 
storytellers were among the best 
of all time.”’! In short, thése 
liberals treat the sacred Scriptures 
as if they were a collection of 
fairy stories with good moral ap- 
plications. 


James Muilenburg, another 
Union Theological Seminary pro- 
fessor, wrote about Moses in his 
article, “The History of the Re- 
ligion of Israel.’ 


“The idyllic story of the birth 
of the child which has many paral- 
lels among other peoples, the dar- 
ing stroke for justice, the flight 
to Midian, the romantic scene at 
the well, the theophany of the 
burning bush, Moses’ mighty 
wrestling, and the great contest 
between Moses and Pharaoh all 
constitute a stirring prologue to 
the fateful events which follow. 
Oriental imagination is at work 
in all these accounts, but the fig- 
ure of the personality which 
emerges from them is not incon- 
sistent with sections which lay 
claim to greater credence. The 
theophany to Moses reveals a 
great psychological struggle which 
is not only consistent with later 
biblical ‘calls’ but also in harmony 
with the kind of personality which 
the records describe Moses to have 
been.”2 


Later he says that Samuel’s 
“call is described in the form of 
a folk tale.’”3 About Elijah he 
writes: 

“Legend has preserved a vivid 
picture of this mighty man .,.... 
But if Elijah is so shrouded in the 
imaginative memory of those who 
revered and loved him, what can 
be said of him as a historical 
figure? It goes without saying that 
much of thé material cannot pass 
the muster of careful historical 
examination.’’4 

And of Elisha he says: 

“Popular memory recalled many 
wonderful deeds wrought by the 
prophet, Numerous magical ele- 
ments appear in the stories which 
are preserved concerning him 
(II Kings 2-9; 13:14-21), some of 
them strangely similar to those 
of Elijah, his prophetic master.’’5 

Cuthbert A. Simpson follows the 
same line in his Introduction of 
Genesis. He has entire sections 
dealing with the “Abraham Tradi- 
tion,” “Lot and the Legend of 
Sodom,” the “Isaac Tradition,” the 
“East-Jordan Tradition,’ the “Ja- 
cob Tradition,” ‘Tribal Traditions” 
and one section simply entitled, 
“Folklore.’6 Among other things, 
he says: 

“Lot ... according to another 
legend current in the vicinity of 
Hebron, had been delivered from 
the overthrow of Sodom... and 
also with the sémewhat dubious 
character who, a third legend re 
latéd, had entered into’ an incestu- 
ous union with his daughters in 
a certain cave in the mountains 
of Moab.’’? According to Mr. Simp- 
son, the story of Lot was made 
up of three different legends about 


three different men, then rolled 
into oné! 

Mr. Simpson also states: 

“The legends of Abraham, Isaac, 
and the destruction of Sodom are 
all rooted in the south. That of 
the man and his daughters living 
in the cave in the mountains of 
Moab, on the other hand, belongs 
to the land east of the Jordan. So, 
too, does the figure of Jacob .. .’’8 

He also speaks of “the primary 
legend of Jacob... wrestling with 
the numén of the river Jabbok”’ 
and says “To this he added the 
incident of the change of Jacob's 
name to Israel.”” What for? Simply 
to furnish “an explanation of the 
fact that the Yahwist tribes whose 
varied traditions he was articu- 
lating were known not as the 
sons of Jacob but as the sons of 
Israel.”"9 In other words, it was 
a lie of convenience! 

Concerning the. supernatural 
help of God in the birth of Isaac, 
this “scholar” says: 

“In his répresentation that the 
conception of Isaac was miracu- 
lous he was probably dependent 
upon the inaugural legend of the 
sanctuary of Hebron .. . for tales 
of this kind not infrequently ended 
with the miraculous birth of a 
son to the couple who had showed 
hospitality to the visiting strang- 
er,’’10 

Still later he says of creation: 

“The idea of man being created 
in the image of God is probably 
dependent on Babylonian mythol- 
ogy.’11 Imagine a supposed minis- 
ter of the Gospel asserting that 
the idea of man’s creation in the 
image of God came from Baby- 
lonian mythology! 

Walter Russell Bowie agrees 
with Mr, Simpson here saying: 

“The story of the Garden of 
Eden grew out of questions. . 
back of the biblical story are 
folklore and traditions that were 
woven out of more primitive imag- 
ination.’”’12 

Mr. Simpson says of the tempta- 
tion: 

“God had warned the man and 
the woman that if they should eat 
of the fruit of the forbidden tree, 
the consequence would be death. 
There can be little doubt that this 
was a feature of the earlier myth. 


| There it was, it would seem, a 


mere threat, impossible of ful- 
fillment. In the event, the best 
that the offended deity could do 
was to prevent man’s access to the 
tree of life.”13 Mr. Simpson is in 
very bad company when he states 
that the threat of death for dis- 
obedience was a false one: Satan 
said the same thing (Gen. 3:4). 
One would think, however, that 
a biblical “scholar” would shun 
such an association of infidelity 
with the Devil! 


‘About the flood in Noah’s day 
he has written: 


“It is generally recognized that 
this story is ultimately based upon 
the Babylonian myth preserved 
in the Gilgamesh Epic. ... Ac- 
cording to this, the gods decided 
to send a flood upon the earth. 
One of them, Ea, resolved to save 
his favorite, the mortal Utnapish- 
tim and, without divulging the 
gods’ capricious intention, com- 
manded him to build a ship of 
definite dimensions to preserve his 
life; Utnapishtim, discerning the 


reason for this command, com- 
plied—compare the representation 


of J that Noah buift the ark in 
faith, not 
(cf. 7:4-5)—and entered thé ship 


not knowing its purpose 
with his family and dependents, 
taking with him a number of ani- 
mals, The storm raged for six days 
and all mankind was destroyéd. 
On the seventh day Ufnapishtim 
sent out three birds in succession 
(cf. 8:8-12). The first two, a dove 
and a swallow, réturnéd to’ him, 
but the third, a raven, did not. 


Whereupon Utnapishtim released 
‘the animals and, léaving the ship, 


offeréd sacrificés, and ‘thé gods 
smelt the goodly savor (cf. 8:21) 
|. . . Legends of a universal flood 
are found in almost every part 
of the world ... The myth of the 
‘Flood, it may be assuméd, was, 
like thé creation myth, ultimately 
carried to Palestine—the Baby- 
Jonian element in the civilization 
of Palestine before the Israelite 
conquest is witnessed to by the 
Amarna letters which are written 
in cuneiform ., . .”14 


Thus goes the opinion of a 
“scholar” who is “content and 
happy in his utter ignorance!” 


Much is made by Mr. Simpson 
and others over the fact that 
people of other nations had similar 
stories of a universal flood. How- 
ever, even a schoolboy ought to be 
able to see that they had their 
traditional stories of the same 
things ONLY BECAUSE THESE 
THINGS ACTUALLY HAPPEN- 
ED. Take the story of the flood, 
for example, which Mr. Simpson 
says “are found in almost every 
part of the world.’ How would peo- 
ple in a remote section—far re- 
moved from the Israelites—have a 
tradition about a flood wnless one 
actually happened? If two or more 
nations, having no contact with 
one another, each have a story 
similar in various details about a 
universal flood, the only plausible 
explanation is that thére really 
was a flood! Descendants of Noah 
told their children, who, in turn 
told their children, etc., so that 
all nations had their own account 
of the deluge with elements of 
the fancfful creeping in through 


the Genesis record wé have an in- 
spired record of what happened 
without any error or foolishness 
such as is found in other accounts. 

About the Tower of Babel Mr. 
Simpson writes: 

“Tt is more probable that some 
ruined or never-finished tower was 
explained as the result of divine 
action against human arrogance, 
perhaps by nomads who later 
moved to Palestine, where over 
the years they came to associate 
it with the confusion of tongues, 
possibly because of the similarity 
between Babel, the site of the 
ruin, and balal, ‘to confuse.’ 19 

Mr. Simpson says of the super- 
natural destruction of Sodom and 
Gomorrah: 

“This ~ story—belonging to a 
widely diffused class of tales hav- 
ing possibly a mythological back- 
ground . . .—of the destruction of 
a city which had once stood in the 
vicinity of the Dead Sea, probably 
at its southern end, was presum- 
ably current in Hebron when the 
Israelités settled there. The fact 
that the tale in the form it has 
here suggests a volcanic upheaval 
makes it likely that it was carried 
over to this region from some 
other locality—there is no vol- 
bcanic matter near the Dead Séa— 
to explain the disappearance of 
the city.’’16 


In other words, it couldn’t have 
really happened because there was 
no voleano handy! 


J. Coert Rylaarsdam keeps “the 
same line of boloney” going in 
comments on Exodus that Mr. 
Simpson started in ~ discussing 
Genesis. Says Rylaarsdam about 
the plagues of Egypt: 


“There have been many efforts 
to rationalize these fantastic sto 
ries. Modern scholars have sought 
to provide a natural explanation 
at least for the core of each sign 
... This... causes one te forget 
the real purpose of the stories 
in their total context. It betrays 
a concern for historical veracity 
or congruity at the cost of mean- 
ing and truth. To be sure, many 
of these stories reflect something 
of the natural conditions and 
hazards of life in Egypt... . But 
the text now presents.a series of 
piously decorated accounts, woven 
together in an elaborate and ar- 
tistic sequence of narratives, The 


| significance and value of this 


total complex is symbolic rather 
than historical.’’17 

In other words, the stories are 
not historically true but one may 
try and get some “meaning and 
truth” out of them anyway, if he 
so desires! 

Jacob M,. Meyers refers to “the 
Samson tales” by saying, “These 
[talés illustrate the fine art of 
‘Hebrew storytelling’!®% and boldly 
insists that “it cannot be doubted 
that some legendary accretions 
have attached themselves to the 
tales 1F William A. Irwin 
expressés his unbelief in the 
words: “notable champions who, 
like Samson, gréw legendary with 
the passing years.’’20 

Louisé Pettiboné Smith, a pro- 
fessor at Wellesley College, was 


given thé honor of writing the | 


Introduction and the Exegesis for 
Ruth. Shé bégan her comment in 
the Exegesis with: 

“Thé opening words suggest the 
typical folk tale with no precise 
dating, liké the fairy tale be- 
ginning ‘Once upon a time.’’’21 

In her Introduction she had 
writtén:

| Asia, It is even possible that the 
Outline of the story of Naomi, the 
‘pleasant one,’ who after her la- 
_ment for her sorrows is comforted 
‘by the child who takes the place of 


thé years. However, in thé case of | the dead, comes from a myth once 


'told or recited in liturgy by the 
priests of the fertility cult which 
gave Bethlehem its name. There, 
even in Jerome’s day, stood a 
grove of Adonis.’’22 

James T, Cleland, a professor at 
Duke University’s Divinity School, 
‘said thé same in his Exposition 
of Ruth. He wrote: 

“Sincé it is a folk tale... the 
approach had better be that of 
John Bunyan rather than of John 
Calvin; perhaps Tolstoy’s fables, 
Wordsworth’s nature poems, and 
the parables of Jesus should be 
required reading before Ruth is 
expounded and applied.’’25 

Norman H. Snaith, in his Exe- 
gesis of II Kings, comments: 

“This section (4:1-6:23) consists 
of a group of Elisha stories drawn 
from a collection of wonder tales 
concérning him. Each story gives 
an account of some miraculous 
deed and thereby demonstrates the 
extraordinary power and prestige 
of the prophet. Thére is nothing to 
be gained by trying to explain 
away the miraculous element in 
these stories. They belong to the 
same environment as that which 
often collects around some most 
unusual personage. The best ex- 
ample of this kind is Thé Little 
Flowers of Saint Franttis.’’24 

Imagine putting fhe miracles 
of Elisha into the same class 
with Rome’s propaganda releases! 

But Raymond Calkins, who 
wrote the Exposition of II Kings, 
seems to agree for hé stated about 
the floating axhead: 

“This story well illustrates... 
the triviality and incredibility of 
some of them (i. e. the O. T. 
miracles).’’25 


Samuel Terrien, writing the In- 
troduction to the Book of Job, 
said: 

“The theme of the righteous 
man who suffers ignominy because 
he is being tested by rival deities 
or divine beings . . . probably be- 
longs to the international folklore 
of the anciént East.’’26 


And again he wrote, “Thus it 
appears that the motif is common 
to several. cultural groups. The 
biblical story, with its wager be- 
‘tween Yahweh and ‘the Satan,’ 
has undeniably a_ polytheistic 
flavor, and may have been partly 


inspired from a folkloric theme.”27 | =

Power of Sin 

Jesus described the 
power of sin in Mark 8:36 where 
it is shown that sin can make 
a man trade his eternal soul for 
the things of this passing world. 

No matter how high you may 
rise, sin can drag you down. Ju- 
das rose mighty high. He was one 
of the twelve aposties. He had the 
Son ofGod for his pastor and 
teacher, He was trusted with the 
funds of the twelve apostles, What 
a door of opportunity was opened 
to Judas! But he closed that door 
on his own soul. 

Friend, you may have a Chris- 
tian mother, wife, or children; you 
may even attend church with them 
and hear the true Gospel. You 
may read the Bible on your own 
account now and then. But if you 
have secretly kept your heart a- 
way from Jesus; if you have in- 
wardly refused to break with some 
sin that is keeping you from 
Christ; if you have rebelled against 
an open confession of Christ 
as your personal Saviour, you are 
closing the door of eternal hope 
and opportunity on your own soul 
as Judas did on his. 

Sin dragged Lucifer from Heav- 
en to Hell. Sin kept Moses out of 
the Promised Land.

A few weeks ago I was called 
to a little home in Indiana, I 


talked with the wife whose eyes 
were red with the tears for her 
world that was faliing apart.

Emmanuel, God with us, as Um- 
pire in this great dispute? 
Let me say to thee that thou 
wilt never find another so near 
- akin to thee, so tender, so sympa- 
' thetic, with such bowels of com- 
passion towards thee. Love stream- 
eth from His eyes in life, and 
poured from His wounds in death. 
He is “the express image” of Je 
hovah’s person, and you know that 
Jehiovah’s name is “Love.” “God 
is love,” and Christ is love. 


Sinner, has divine grace brought 
thee to thy senses? Wilt thou ac- 
cept Christ now? Art thou willing 
that Hé should take this case into 
His hands and arbitrate between 
thee and God? For if God accept- 
éth Him, and thou accept Him, 
too, He has one of the first quali- 
fications for being a Daysman. 


But, in the next place, both 
parties must be fully agreed to 
leave the case entirely im the 
arbitrators hands. If the arbitra- 
tor does not possess the power of 
settling the case, then pleading 
before him is only making an op- 
portunity for wrangling, without 
any chance of coming to a peace- 
ful settlement. Now God has com- 
mitted “‘all power” into the hands 
of His Son. Jesus Christ is the 
plenipotentiary of God, and has 
been invested with full ambassa- 
dorial powers. He comes commis- 
sioned by His Father, and He can 
say in all that He does towards 
sinners, that His Father’s heart 
is with Him, If the case be set- 
tled by Him, the Father is agreed. 

Now, sinner, does grace move 
thy heart to do the same? Wilt 
thou agree to put thy case into 
the hands of Jesus Christ, the Son 
of God and the Son of man? Wilt 
thou abide by His decision? Wilt 
thou have it settled according to 
His judgment, and shall the ver- 
dict which He gives stand abso- 
lute and fast with thee? If so, 
then Christ has another essential 
of an arbitrator; but if not, re- 
member, though He may make 
peace for others, He will never 
make peace for thee; for this 
know, that until the grace of God 
has made thee willing to trust the 
case in Jesus’ hands, there can 
be no peace for thee, and thou art 
willfully remaining God’s enemy 
by réfusing to accept His dear 
Son. 

Further, let us say, that to make 
a good arbitrator, or umpire, it 
is essential that he be a fit person. 
If the case were between a king 
and a beggar, it would not seem 
exactly right that another king 
should be the arbitrator, or an- 
other beggar; but if there could 
be found a person who combined 
the two, who was both prince and 
beggar, then such a man could be 
selected by both. Our Lord Jesus 
Christ precisely meets the case. 
There is a very great disparity 
between the plaintiff and the de- 
fendant, for how great is the gulf 
which exists between the eternal 
God and the poor fallen man! 
How is this to be bridged? Why, 
by none except by one who is 
God and who at the same time 
can beeome man. 

Now the only being who can do 
this is Jésus Christ. He can put 
His hand on thee, stooping down 
to all thine infirmity and thy sor- 
row, and He can put His other 
hand upon the: Eternal Majesty, 
and claim to be coequal with God 
and coeternal with the Father. 
Dost thou not see, then, His fit- 
ness? Surely it were the path of 
wisdom, sinner, to accept Him at 
once as the Arbitrator in the case. 
See how well He understands it! 
I should not do to be an arbitra- 
tor in legal cases, because, though 
I should be anxious to do justice, 
yet I should know nothing of the 
law of the case. But Christ knows 
your case, and the law concerning 
it, because He has lived among 
men, and has passed through and 
suffered the penalties of justice. 
There cannot surély be a better 
skilled of more judicious daysman 
than our blessed Redeemer. 

Yet there is one more essential 
of an umpire, and that is, that he 
should be a person desirous of 
bringing the case to a happy set- 
tlement. If you appoint a quarrel- 
some arbitrator, he may delight 
to “set dogs by the ears”; but if 
you elect one who is anxious for 
the good of both and wishes to 
make both friends, then he is just 
the very man, though, to be sure, 


he would be a man of a thousand, 
very précious whén found, but very 
hard to discover, Oh, that all law- 
suits could be decided by such 
men! 

In the great case which is pend- 
ing between God and the sinner, 
the Lord Jesus Christ has a sin- 
cere anxiety both for His Father’s 
glory and for the sinner’s welfare, 
and that there should be peace 
betweén the two contending par- 
ties. It is the life and aim of 
Jesus Christ to make peace. He 
delighteth not in the death of sin- 
ners, and He knows no joy greater 
than that of receiving prodigals to 
His bosom, and of bringing lost 
sheep-back again to the fold, You 
cannot tell how high the Saviour’s 
bosom swells with an intense de- 
sire to make to Himself a great 
name as a peacemaker. Never has a 
warrior such ambition to make 
war and to win victories therein, 
as Christ has to end war, and to 
win thereby the bloodless triumphs 
of peace. From the heights of Hea- 
ven He came leaping like a young 
roe down to the plains of earth. 
From earth He leaped into the 
depths of the grave; then up again 
at a bound He sprang to earth, 
and up again to Heaven; and still 
He resteth not, but presseth on in 
His mighty work to ingather sin- 
ners and to reconcile them unto 
God; making Himself a propitia- 
tion for their sins. 

Thou seest, then, sinner, how 
the case is. God has evidently 
chosen the most fitting arbitra- 
tor. That Arbitrator is willing to 
undertake the case, and thou may- 
est well repose all confidence in 
Him. But if thou shalt live and 
die without accepting Him as 
thine Arbitrator, then, the case 
going against thee, thou wilt have 
none to blame but thyself. When 
the everlasting damages shall be 
assessed against thee in thy soul 
and body forever, thou shalt have 
to curse only thine own folly for 
having been the cause of thy ruin. 


May I ask you to speak candid- 
ly? Has the Holy Ghost so turned 
the natural bent and current of 
your will, that you have chosen 
Him because He has first chosen 
you? Do you feel that Christ this 
day is standing before God for 
you? He is God’s anointed; is He 
your elected? God’s choice pitches 
Him upon you, does your choice 
agree therewith? Remember, 
where there is no will towards 
Christ, Christ as yet exercises 
no saving power. Christ saves no 
sinner who lives and dies unwill- 
ing. He makes unwilling sinners 
willing before He speaks a word 
of comfort to them, It is the 
mark of our election as His peo- 
ple, that we are made willing in 
the day of God’s power. Lay your 
hope where God has laid your 
help, namely, on Christ, mighty to 
save. You cannot have an arbi- 
trator except both sides be agreed. 
Dost thou say—‘“Ay, ay, with all 
my soul I choose Him’? Then let 
us proceed. 


Now I shall want to take you 
into the court whete the trial is 
going on, and show you the legal 
proceedings before the great Days- 
man. 


Principles of Jud¢ment 


“The man, Christ Jesus,” who 
is “God over all, blessed for ever,” 
opens His court by laying down 
the principles upon which He in- 
tends to deliver judgment, and 
those principles I will now try to 
explain and expound. They are 
twofold—first, strict justice; and 
secondly, fervent love. 


Strict Justice 


The Arbitrator has determined 
that, let the case go as it may, 
there shall be full justice done, 
justice to the very extreme, 
whether it be for or against the 
defendant. He intends to take the 
law in its sternest and severest 
aspect, and to judge according to 
its strictest letter. He will not be 
guilty of partiality on éither side. 
If the law says that the sinner 
shall die, the Arbitrator declares 
that He will judge that the sinner 
shall die; and if, on the other 
hand, the defendant can plead and 
prove that he is innocent, He in- 
tends to adjudge to him the award 
of innocence, namely eternal life. 
If the sinner can prove that he 
has fairly won it, he shall have 
his due. Either way, whether it 
be in favor of the Plaintiff or the 


defendant, the condition of judg- 
ment is to be strict justice, 


Love 


But the Arbitrator also says 
that He will judge according to 
the second rule, that of fervent 
love. He loves His Father, and 
therefore He will decide on noth- 
ing that may attaint His honor 
or disgrace His crown, He so 
loves God, the Eternal One, that 
He will suffer Heaven and earth 
to pass away sooner than there 
shall be one blot upon the char- 
acter of the most High. 


On the other hand, He so loves 
the poor defendant man, that He 
will be willing to do anything 
rather than inflict pénalty upon 
him unless justice shall absolutely 
require it. He loves man with so 
large a love that nothing will de- 
light Him more than to decide in 
his favor, and He will be but too 
glad if He can be the means of 
happily establishing peace between 
the two, How these principles are 
to meet will be seen by and by. 
At present He lays them down 
very positively. “He that ruleth 
over men must be just.” An arbi- 
trator must be just; or else he is 
not fit to hold the scales in any 
suit. 


On the other hand, He must be 
tender; for His name (as God) 
is love, and His nature (as man) 
is gentleness and mercy. Both 
parties should distinctly consent 
to these principles. How can they 
do otherwise? Do they not com- 
mend themselves to all of you? 
Let justice and love unite if they 
can. 


The Plaintiff’s Case 


Having thus laid down the prin- 
ciples of judgment, the Arbitrator 
next calls upon the Plaintiff to 
state His case. Let us listen while 
the Great Creator speaks. May 
God give me grace now reverently 
to state it in His name, as one 
poor sinner stating God’s case 
against us all. 


“Hear, O heavens, and give ear, 
O earth: for the Lord hath spoken, 
I have nourished and brought up 
children, and they have rebelled 
against me. The ox knoweth his 
owner, and the ass his master’s 
crib: but Israel doth not know, 
my people doth not consider, Ah 
sinful nation, a people laden with 
iniquity, a seed of evildoers, chil- 
dren that are corrupters: they 
have forsaken the Lord, they have 
provoked the Holy One of Israel 
unto anger, they are gone away 
backward.”—Isa. 1:2-4, 


The Eternal God charges us, 
and (let me confess at once) most 
justly and most truly charges us, 
with having broken all His com- 
mandments—some of them in act, 
some of them in word, all of them 
in heart and thought and imagina- 
tion. He charges upon us that 
against light and knowledge we 
have chosen the evil, and forsaken 
the good; that knowing what we 
were doing we have turned aside 
from His most righteous law and 
have gone astray like lost sheep, 
following the imaginations and 
devices of our own hearts. 

The great Plaintiff claims that 
inasmuch as we are His creatures 
we ought to have obeyed Him, that 
inasmuch as we owe our very lives 
to His daily care we ought to have 
rendered Him service instead of 
disobedience, and to have been His 
loyal subjects, instead of turning 
traitors to His throne. All this, 
calmly and dispassionately, accord- 
ing to the great Book of the Lord, 
is laid te our charge before the 
Daysman. 

No exaggeration of sin is 
brought against us. It is simply 
declared of us that “the whole 
head is sick, and the whole heart 
is faint’; that there is none that 
doeth good, no, not one; that we 
have all gone out of the way, 
and altogether become unprofit- 
able. This is God’s case. He says, 
“I made this man; curiously was 
he wrought in the lowest parts of 
the earth; and all his members bear 
traces of My singular handiwork. 
I made him for My honor, and he 
has not honored Me. I created him 
for My service, and he has not 
served Me. Twenty, thirty, forty, 
fifty years I have kept the breath 
in his nostrils; the bread he has 
eaten has been the daily portion 
of My bounty; his garments are 
the livery of My charity; and all 
this while he has neither thought 
of Me, his Creator and Preserver, 
nor done anything in My service. 
He has served his family, his wife 


and children, but his Maker heJ 
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Olivés and left Jesti# wif the 
elevert, Hé Gréw Ris cloak about 
him an@ s away through 
back alléys f@ a r60mM where a 
dim light was shinifig. He went 
into the priests’ offi¢e and an- 
nounced, “I’vé got Him where you 
can get Him. Give me the thirty 
pieces of silver you promised. 
Where is your mob?” He led that 
mob to Gethsémane. And it says, 
“And Judas , . . was standing with 
them” (A.R.V.). 


Many a person since that day 
has spent an entire lifetime among 
Christians, but has not been there 
by rights. They haven't belonged 
in church any more than Judas 
belonged among the apostles. They 
have spent years in the church 
without ever receiving Christ as 
their personal Saviour. And when 
at last the lost stand before the 
great white throne for final judg- 
ment, they will be “standing with 
them.” 


Judas betrayed Jesus for thirty 
pieces of silver. And today some 
who call themselves friends of Je- 
sus are selling Jesus for illicit 
love affairs, for greed of money, 
for unholy ambitions, or for evil 
associates. ‘““Betrayest thou the Son 
of man with a kiss?” are words 
that will ring in the memories, 
not only of Judas, but millions of 
others throughout an endless eter- 
nity. 

Sin can cause you to trade the 
jewels of your eternal welfare for 
the trash of temporal benefits. 
This means lost opportunity. Noth- 
ing that I know of surpasses the 
bitter tragedy of Judas. Think of 
what Judas might have been! 
What preaching he had heard to 
stir his heart! What teaching he 
had received to convince his mind! 
What miracles he had seen to 
cause him to fear God! What pray- 
ing he had heard from the lips of 
Jesus! What voices he had heard 
from Heaven: “This is my beloved 
Son.” Yet Judas was so sold to 
sin that he was unmoved by it all. 


His love of money crowded ev- 
erything else out. His heart was 
never touched. He never was sav- 
ed. Jesus spoke fateful words in 
John 17:12, ‘None of them is lost 
except the son of perdition.’ Judas 
was a child of Hell. Again Jesus 
said in John 6:70, “Have not I 
chosen you twelve, and one of you 
is a devil?” Of all the opportuni- 
ties Judas had, he brushed them all 
aside, Judas had a good mind. 
Yielded to the Holy Spirit, he 
could have had a great ministry 
for gooa. But he never spoke a 
kind word for Jesus, No sermon is 
recorded that he ever gave. There 
is no record of a miracle he ever 
performed. Never gave he one testi- 
mony for Jesus in three years. But 
how many right here have been in 
the church for twenty or thirty 
years and have never stood up 
with the saints and testified for 
Jesus! Judas has a lot of com- 
pany in that respect. 

Think of what Judas might have 
had! He could have had eternal 
life. He could have won a great 
harvest of souls for Jesus. He could 


have won a crown. He could have} 


sat with Jesus Christ in His 
throne. Instead, he sold it ALL 
for thirty pieces of silver, and with 
this he bought a bed in Hell, It 
makes you shudder to think of 
the awful blindness that sin put 
on Judas. And there are count- 
less men and women who have 
been living under the blazing light 
of the true Gospel today, preached 
by a faithful minister. There are 
people who have had a faithful 
wife or husband who loved the 
Saviour, or they have had friends 
or children who have really lived 
for Christ, Yet they themselves 
have been saying, ‘“‘No, no, no” to 
the Spirit of God for years, and 
are saying “No” right now. 
Before you end up with Judas, 
spending eternity in Tiell, remem- 


bering what a Christian you might | 


have been; what a Christian dad 
or mother you might have been 
to your children, remembering the 
place in Heaven you might have 


has despised, He has served his 


country, his neighbors, the city | Gea 


in which he dwells; but I who 
made him, I have had nothing 
from him, He has been an unpro- 
fitable servant unto Me.” 

I think I may put the Plaintiff's 
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Judas Iscariot -- Child of Hell 


had, by all means, receive Christ 
into your heart this minute. 
Think of what Judas might have 
done, He might have stirred all 
of Palestine for Jesus. He might 
have written several books of the 
Bible. He might have led a multi- 
tude to Heaven. He might have 
helped to shake the Roman world 
for Christ. But he didn’t. He just 
kept stumbling blindly on to 
blackness and darkness forever. 


Judas might have been saved. 
If, after he had made his awful 
mistake he had repented; if he had, 
in desperation and terror at his 
awful act, thrown himself at Je- 
sus’ feet and confessed it all and 
asked for forgiveness; if he had 
only cried, “Lord Jesus, I have not 
been true to You from the begin- 
ning. I have been a thief. I stolé 
from the bag. I have not loved 
You, I accepted thirty pieces of 
Silver from the chief priests to 
turn You over to them to crucify 
You. It’s all true. But I’m sorry. 
I wish I had never done it. It was 
all wrong, Forgive me, Lord, and 
save me”’—if Judas had sincere- 
ly done that, he would have been 
folded in the forgiving arms of 
Jesus in a moment. He could have 
peace in his heart. He could have 
gone to Paradise with the dying 
robber that day. 


If you will turn to Christ to- 
day, no matter what your sin has 
been, no matter how great your 
need is, you may have the joy 
of glorious salvation in your heart. 
Jesus said, “Behold, I stand at the 
door, and knock: if any man hear 
my voice, and open the door, I 
will come in to him.” Christ 
knocked at Judas’ door for three 
years and was shut out. He is 
knocking at your door this mo- 
ment. Will you receive Him? 
Throw open your heart to Him 
now.

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ease into your hands, Which of 
you would keep a horse, and that 
horse should yield you no obedi- 
ence? What excuse is it that 
though I might not use him he 
would carry another? Nay, the 
ease is worse than this. Not only 
has man done nothing, but worse 
than nothing. Which of you would 
keep a dog which, instead of fawn- 
jng upon you, would bark at you, 
fly at you, and tear you in his 
rage? Some of us have done this 
to God; we have perhaps cursed 
Him to His face; we have broken 
His Sabbaths, laughed at His Gos- 
pel, and persecuted His saints. 
You would have said of such a dog, 
Let it die. Wherefore should I 
harbor in my house a dog that 
treats me thus? 


_ Yet, hear, O heavens: and give 
ear, O earth; God has borne with 
your ill manners, and He still cries 
“forbear.” He puts the lifted 
thunder back into the arsenal of 
His dread artillery. I wish I could 
state the case as I ought. My lips 
are but clay,~and these words 
should be like fire in the sinner’s 
soul. When I meditated upon this 
subject alone, I felt much sym- 
pathy with God, that He should 
have been so ill-treated; and 
whereas some men speak of the 
flames of Hell as too great a pun- 
ishment for sin, it seems ten thou- 
sand marvels that we should not 
have been thrust down there long 
ago. 


The Defendant’s Case 


The Plaintiff's case having thus 
been stated, the defendant is called 
upon by the Daysman for his, and 
I think I hear him as he begins. 
First of all, the trembling sinner 
pleads—“I confess to the indict- 
ment, but I say I could not help 
it, J have sinned, tt is true, but 
my nature was such that I could 
mot well do otherwise; I must lay 
all the blame of it in my own 
heart; my heart was deceitful and 
my nature was evil.” 


‘The Daysman at once rules that 
this is no excuse whatever, but an 
aggravation; for inasmuch as it 
is conceded that the man’s heart 
itself is enmity against God, this 
is an admission of yet greater 
malice and blacker rebellion. It 
was only alleged against the of- 
fender in the first place that he 
had outwardly offended; but he 
acknowledges that he does it 
inwardly, and confesses that his 
very heart is traitorous against 
God, and is fully set upon working 
the King’s damage and dishonor. 
It is determined, therefore, by the 
Daysman that this excuse will 
not stand, and He gives a case in 
point: 

A thief is brought up for steal- 
ing, and he pleads that his heart 
was thievish, that he felt a con- 
stant inclination to steal, and that 
therefore he could not help run- 
ning off with any goods within his 
reach. The judge very properly 
answers, “Then I shall give you 
twice as much penalty as any 
other man who only fell into the 
fault by surprise, for according 
to your own confession, you are 
a thief through and through. What 
you have said is not an excuse, but 
an aggravation.” 


Then the defendant pleads in the 
next place that albeit he ac- 
knowledges the facts alleged 
against him, yet he is no worse 
than other offenders, and that 
there are many in the world who 
have sinned more grievously than 
he has done. He says he has been 
envious, and angry, and worldly, 
and covetous, and has forgotten 
God; but then he never was an 
adulterer, or a thief, or a drunk- 
ard, or a blasphemer, and he 
pleads that his lesser crimes may 
well be winked at. But the great 
Daysman at once turns to the 
Statute Book, and says that as 
He is about to give His decision 
by law that plea is not at all ten- 
able, for the law book has it— 
“Cursed is every man that con- 
tinueth not in all things that 
are written in the hook of the law 
to do them.” The offense of one 
Sinner doth not excuse the of- 
fense of another; and the arbitra- 
tor declares that he cannot mix 
up other cases with the case now 
in hand; that the present offender 
has on his own confession broken 
the law, and that as the law book 
stands, that is the only question 
to be decided, for “the soul that 


sinneth it shall die,” and if the 
defendant has no better plea to 


offer, judgment must go against 
him. 


The sinner urges further, that 
though he has offended, and of- 
fended very greatly and grievously, 
yet he has done a great many 
good things. It is true he did not 
love God, but he always went to 
church, It is true he did not pray, 
but still he belonged to a singing 
class. It is quite correct that he 
did not love his neighbor as him- 
self, but he always liked to re- 
lieve the poor. 


But the Daysman, looking the 
sinner full in the face, tells him 
that this plea also is bad, for the 
alleged commission of some acts 
of loyalty. will not make compen- 
sation for avowed acts of treason. 
“Those things,” saith he, “ye 
ought to have done, but not to 
have left the others undone”; and 
he tells the sinner, with all kind- 
ness and gentleness, that straining 
at a gnat does not exonerate him 
for having swallowed a camel; and 
that having tithed mint, and anise, 
and cummin, is no justification 
for -having devoured a widow’s 
house. To have forgotten God is in 
itself a great enormity; to have 
lived without serving him is a 
crime of omission so great, that 
whatever the sinner may have 
done on the contra, stands for 
nothing at all, since he has even 
then in that case done only what 
he ought to have done. 

You see at once the justice of 
this decision. If any of you were 
to say to your grocer and tailor, 
when they send in their bills, 
“Well, now, you ought not to ask 
for payment of that account, be- 
cause I did pay you another bifl— 
you ought not to ask me to pay 
for that suit of clothes, because I 
did pay you for another suit.” 
I think the answer would be, “But 
in paying for what you had before, 
you only did what you ought to 
do; but I still have a demand upon 
you for this.” So all the good deeds 
you have ever done are only debts 
discharged which were most fully 
due (supposing them to be good 
deeds, which is very questionable), 
and they leave.the great debt still 
untouched. 

The defendant has no end of 
pleas, for the sinner has a thou- 
sand excuses; and finding that 
nothing else will do, he begins to 
appeal to the mercy of the Plain- 
tiff, and says that for the future 
he will do better. He confesses 
that he is in debt, but he will run 
up no more bills at that shop. 
He acknowledges that he has of- 
fended, but he vows he will not 
do so again. He is quite sure that 
the future shall be as free from 
fault as angels are from sin. 
Though it is true that he just now 
said his heart was bad, still he 
feels inclined to think that it is 
not so very bad after all; he is 
conceited enough to think that 
he can in the future keep himself 
from committing sin; thereby, you 
see, admitting the worthlessness 
of his former plea on which he re- 
lied so much, 

“Now,” he says, “if for life I 
become a teetotaler, then surely 
I may be excused for having been 
a drunkard. Suppose now that I 
am always honest and steady, and 
never again say one ill word, will 
not that exonerate me from all 
my wrongdoings, and for having 
blasphemed God?” 

But the Daysman rules, still 
with kindness and gentleness, that 
the greatest imaginable virtue in 
the future will be no recompense 
for the sin of the past; for he 
finds in the law no promise what- 
ever made to that effect: but the 
statute runs in these words, He 
“will by no means clear the 
guilty”; “Cursed is everyone that 
continueth not in all things which 
are written in the book of the law 
to do them.” 


Pleads Guilty 


What is the poor defendant to 
do now? He is fairly beaten this 
time. He falls down on his knees, 
and with many tears and lamenta- 
tions cries, “I see how the case 
stands; I have nothing to plead, 
but I appeal to the mercy of the 
Plaintiff. I confess that I have 
broken His commandments; I ac- 
knowledge that I deserve His 
wrath; but I have heard He is 
merciful, and I plead for free and 
full forgiveness.” : 


And now comes another scene. 
The Plaintiff seeing the sinner 
on his knees, with his eyes full 
of tears, makes this reply: 


“I am willing at all times to 
deal kindly and according to loving 
kindness with all my creatures; 
but will the Arbitrator for a mo- 
ment suggest that I should damage 
and ruin My own perfections of 
truth and holiness; that I should 
belie My own word; that I should 
imperil My own throne; that I 
should make the purity of im- 
maculate justice to be suspected, 
and should bring down the glory 
of MY unsullied holiness, because 
this creature has offended Me, and 
now craves for mercy? I cannot, 
I will not spare the guilty; he has 
offended, and he must die! 


“*As I live; I have no pleasure 
in the death of the wicked, but 
would rather that he should turn 
from his wickedness and live.’ Still, 
this ‘would rather’ must not be 
supreme. I am gracious and would 
spare the sinner, but I am _ just, 
and must not unsay my own 
words. I swore with an oath, “The 
soul that sinneth shall die.’ I have 
laid it down as a matter of firm 
decree, ‘Cursed is every one that 
continueth not in all things which 
are written in the book of the 
law to do them.’ This sinner is 
righteously cursed, and he must 
inevitably die; yet I love him, And 
yet, how can I put thee among 
the children? Would it not be a 
worse calamity that I should be 
unjust than that the earth should 
lose its inhabitants? Better all men 
perish than that the universe 
should lose the justice of God as 
its stay and shield.” 


The Verdict 


The Arbitrator bows and says, 
“Even so; justice demands that 
the offender should die, and I 
would not have Thee unjust.” 

What more does the Arbitrator 
say? He sits still, and the case 
is in suspense, There stands the 
just and holy God, willing to for- 
give if it can be done without 
injury to the immutable princi- 
the whole human race. The Arbi- 
trator, looking with eyes of love 
upon the poor, weeping, trembling 
sinner, and anxious to devise a 
plan to save him, but conscious 
that that plan must not infringe 
upon divine justice; for it were a 
worse cruelty to injure divine per- 
fections than it were to destroy 
the whole human race. The Arbi- 
trator, therefore, after pausing 
awhile, puts it thus: 


“TIT am anxious that these two 
should be brought together. I love 
them both. I cannot, on the one 
hand, recommend that my Father 
should stain His honor; I cannot, 
on the other hand, endure that 
this sinner should be cast eternally 
into Hell. I will decide the case, 
and it shall be thus: I will pay 
my Father’s justice all it craves. 
I pledge Myself that in the full- 
ness of time J will suffer in My 
oun proper person all that the 
weeping, trembling sinner ought 
to have suffered. My Father, wilt 
thou stand to this?” 


The eternal God accepts the aw- 
ful sacrifice! What say you, sin- 
ner, What say you? Why, methinks 
you cannot have two opinions. If 
you are sane—and may God make 
you sane—you will melt with won- 
der. You will say, 


“T could not have thought this! 
I never called in a Daysman with 
an expectation ‘of this! I have 
sinned, and He declares that He 
will suffer; 7 am guilty, and He 
says that He will be punished for 
me!” 


Christ Died to Save the 
Defendant 


Yes, sinner, and He did more 
than say it, for when the fullness 
of time came—you know the story. 
The officers of justice served Him 
with the writ, and He was taken 
from His knees in the Garden of 
Gethsemane, away to the court, 
and there He was tried and con- 
demned; and you know how His 
back was scourged till the white 
bones stood like islands of ivory 
in the midst of a crimson sea of 
gore; you know how His head 
was crowned with thorns, and 
His cheeks were given to those 
who plucked off the hair! Can you 
not see Him hounded through the 
streets of Jerusalem, with the 
spittle of the brutal soldiery still 
upon His unwashed face, and His 
wounds all unstanched and bleed- 
ing? Can you not see Him as they 
hurl Him down and fasten Him to

We left our shoes at the hotel 
entrance and put on slippers pro- 
vided. The slippers we left at 
the room door. Everything was 
simple, beautiful, clean. 


After service we came back to 
the hotel, at 12:15 a. m. The 
proprietor, asleep on a board bench 
out in front, called a waitress- 
hostess. We were shown our 
room. Would we like baths? She 
showed us the beautiful bathroom, 
tiled even on the arched ceiling, 
with its big tiled round tub where, 
after soaping and washing with 
a hose, one sits in steaming hot 
water up to his chin and soaks. 
One must bathe well before get- 
ting in, because others will soak 
in this clear hot water. But 
though my feet were dusty from a 
long walk from the tent on the 
dirt street, I did not want to 
take time for the elaborate Jap- 
anese bath, a real luxury much 
prized, since it was after midnight. 


Our waitress-hostess made our 
beds, laying cotton-filled pads on 
the meticulously clean floor. We 
Americans are taller than Japan- 


ese. (Again and again [I have 
bumped my head on low doors in 
Japan, about five feet seven inches 
high for interior doors, I think.) 
So the girl put an_e extra 
mat at the foot—with a good deal 
of laughter. 


Then she brought us kimonos to 
to sleep in—clean, beautiful. 
Giggling, she said they were the 
longest in the hotel, belonged to 
the “man of the house.” For our 
heads there were small, round, 
firm pillows filled with rice hulls. 
A band of white made the pillow 
slip. The sheets were coarse but 
clean. The supper table had been 
lifted away. Every sliding door 
had been shut, delicate cabinet 
work, but to the hostess-waitress’s 


the accursed tree?—Then they 
lift the cross and dash it down 
into its socket in the earth, dis- 
locating every bone, tearing every 
nerve and sinew, filling His soul 
as full of agony as this earth is 
full of sin, or the depths of the 
ocean filled with its floods?

For cover there was another 
thick cotton pad, like the three 
we slept on. It was too much, 


With the hard bed, the strange 


circumstances, and the heavy, mat- 
tress-like cover, I could not sleep 
till I had laid it back and cov- 
ered with my gabardine topcoat 
only. 

Up hefore 7:00, I was brought 
a new toothbrush (on the house), 
by our hostess-waitress. J washed 
my face, and then had breakfast. 
This meal, served for us two alone 
in our room, consisted of the fol- 
lowing: appetizer, sour plums with 
Salt; green tea; boi ham; to- 
matoes; rice; soy bean soup (from 
fermented material it takes at 
least a year to prepare right, they 
say); cucumber sliced thin, with 
grated dried fish over it; sea 
weed; raw eggs; pickled eggplant; 
two kinds of sauce. 

Of course there was nothing 
to eat with but chopsticks. I’ve 
learned to manage well enough 
with them, 

With many bows, we paid our 
bill and left. The supper cost 
150 yen, approximately 42c; the 
breakfast, since it was not a spec- 
ial order, cost 28c. Our room, 
with kimonos, etc., was 84c each. 
We walked a half mile to the 
station, caught a train, changed 
trains once, were back at Karuiz- 
awa, took a streetcar to our part 
of town, and the thrilling trip 
into the interior of Japan, where 
few foreigners go, was over. 


A Tent Revival Service 
in Japan 

Missionary Russell Stellwagon, 
with TEAM, a single, smiling, 
open-faced, soul-winning mission- 
ary, took me to that tent-evangel- 
istic campaign at Hozumi last 
night, with two other missionaries 
to drive, run the movie projector, 
etc., and with a young man of 26 
as my interpreter. It was a never- 
to-be-forgotten experience. We 
went through the village announc- 
ing the service on the loud speak- 
er. The little tent, 20 by 40 feet, 
was crowded. Seats with no backs. 
Only an accordion for music. No 
song books; the words of “ “Tis So 
Sweet to Trust in Jesus,” “Only 
Trust Him,” ‘etc., were hand let- 
tered on a square yard of paper, 
thumbtacked up for all to read, 
as the song leader pointed to each 
character. The services had gone 
on only 8 days. Only a few had 
heard the Gospel before this week, 
yet the songs were sung vigorous- 
ly, particularly by children, who 
have a special afternoon meeting. 

After the songs, a 15-minute film; 
then I was introduced. I had the 
interpreter read aloud the story 
of the prodigal son in Luke 15: 
11-24. Then I retold the story 
in short, sharp sentences. The 
good father, his love for the boy, 
the wayward son who did not love 
his father, would not stay at 
home. He asked for all he could 
get. He went arrogantly away. He 
drank sake and got drunk. He 
gambled. He went with harlots. 
His money was soon gone. He could 
not get a job. He was hungry, 
Finally a farmer allowed him to 
feed the pigs and stay with them. 
He said, “I have been a fool.” He 
said, “My father’s hired servants 
have plenty and I die of hunger.” 
He said, “I will go home to my 
father.” 


I told the whole glad story. 
It was sweeter to me than ever, 
Then I pointed to myself and said, 
“T was the wicked boy who left 
home. I went away from God.” 
Then I pointed to a missionary 
and said, “He, too, was the bad 
son who went away so wickedly.”

After the mecting was over, 
while one missionary put up the 
movie projector, and another went 
to get a flat tire fixed, Missionary 
Stellwagon introduced me to the 
Spirit-filled young song leader. He 
is the Japanese evangelist preach- 
ing other nights. He is a stu- 
dent of Japan Christian College. 
His name is Takei. He was a 
drunkard, hopeless, had attempted 
suicide. But a former convict, 
Furukoshi, took him to service and 
to a missionary and got him sav- 
ed. And Furukoshi, after four years 
in prison, had gotten a copy of 
my own little booklet, “What Must 
I Do to Be Saved,” and after read- 
it again and again, had been sav- 
ed, alone in prison. Then he had 
won Takei, so Takei was, spiritual- 
ly, my grandson!
